Starting in 1946, and continuing until the spring of 
1951, St. Joe students had the opportunity of listening to 
top-notch musical talent right in their own back yard — the 
College Theater, to be e^act. During this period, there was 
held what was termed the Speckbaugh Memorial Series, a 
succession of musical concerts honoring Rev. Paul Speckbaugh, 
St. Joe English instructor, who was killed by an auto while 
crossing Route 53 in October of 1945. This particular series 
was a pet idea of Father Specbaugli’s, and so, to honor the 
beloved priest, the college instituted the programs for studerft 
enjoyment and education. 

The first years of these concerts saw many great names 
in classical and semi-classical music visit Collegeville, as 
well a$«#ioted choruses and dance groups. As many as nine 
of these programs Were scheduled for the 1946-47 school 
year- alone, with the number and quality of these scarcely 
diminishing during the ensuing two or three!, years. Gradually, 
however, the number of appearances dropped and, at last, 
only fouF "programs were given during 1950-51. And since 
that day in April, 1951, whlen violinist Anita Lipp played in 
the Theater, there have been no Speckbaugh Memorial concerts. 

The reason why these concerts were dropped is two-fold, 
or rather it is two sides to the same point — the students were 
not deriving benefits proportionate to the effort and expense 
expended in producing these concerts. / ■>-_ 

Many St. Joe men were highly in favor of the shows. 
Unfortunately, there was also present that perpetual number 
who do not recognize a good thing when they see it. The 
attendance at these concerts was steady— but the steady 
listeners were far too few. Costs were high, but the admini- 
stration felt the expense was worth it, if the sudent body 
could be favorably affected. When the attendance continued 
disappointingly small, the prohibitive price of good talent 
lowered the quality of the entertainment and finally forced 
the series to discontinue altogether. ,i 

We think it indeed a sad comment on the cultural mores 
of the St. Joe man that this, to us extremely entertaining, 

series was dropped. We do not blame the administrative

We believe that the re-establishment of the Speckbaugh 
Series, or" a similar set of programs, will be well enough 

received to warrant the continuation of the concerts.

Naturally, a full program of such talent cannot be 
ventured on such slim promise. Perhaps a mere taste to 
whet the appetite of the student, and to determine if he 
really is interested in such things would be the ideal ticket 
foif this year. It’s not too late; the school year has A long 
way to run. Why not schedule a few such programs for the 


student, and it certainly will prove ah added part to his 
education.
